expresses regret for his deed at d when 
asked for a reason for the crime makes 
motions along side of bis 
head as 
though turning a crank and says “ I 
was out of whack” . He was not driuk 
iug the day of the crime and it may be 
that he w ill plead insanity though 
that is scarcely likely. 
The autopsy by the surgeons showed 
that, contrary to the idea formed on 
the first hasty examination, the bullet 
which killed Miss Hurley bad been 
fired into her hack as she fled. 
The 
ball entering 
ber 
hack, ploughed 
through ber body, passed through the 
lower part of her heart and emerged 
through the skin. One of the bullets 
struck the woman on the left side of 
the face and cut a deep ridge along ber 
cheek aud beneath ber ear. The third 
bullet passed through the left side of 
ber neck To a representative of the 
Chambersburg Public Opinion Reed 
said 
“ I didn t go there to kill ber. I 
went there to get some of my letters 
and pictures. We bad Mime words, I 
pulled out my revolver aud hogan 
firing to scars ber The shouting of tbs 
revolver was nu accident I don't know 
why I shot ber. I lost my bead You 
know bow it is when you get mad ” 
"Why did you shoot the third time 
if it was not an accident’ 
the news 
paper man asked Reed. 
“ I didn’t think the first two shots 
had hit ber,” replied Reed 
Reed than turned questioner. He ask 
ed his Interviewer 
what 
“ they” 
tgpuld likely do with bim 
The reporter 
explained that ne 
would likely be indicted for murder in 
Mm first degree, and if a conviction 
Is found in that,the sentence is death 
He beard this mformution without a 
tremor. Then be asked 
what gave a 
man imprisonment for 
lire, 
and he 
was told that if be is convicted of first 
degree murder and is sentenced to tie 
hanged that the hoard of pardons can 
commute the death sentence to life im 
prisonment. 
“ It looks had for me. doesu't it?” 
asked Reed. 
He asked for a cigarette and a pack 
w a given him. With steady fingers 
be lighted tbs cigarette and continued 
to talk. 
It WM pointed nut to him that a 
Waynesboro paper stated that be had 
shot the woman because she had refus­ 
ed to give him money.

W ashington, May l l .—W hile the se­ 
lection of a chairm an for the national 
Republican committee, who will con­ 
du it the next presidential campaign, 
has not been seriously considered by 
adm inistration politicians, the name of 
Senator Penrose has been mentioned 
in this connection.

MEXICAN REBELS 
CAPTCREJUAREZ 


General Navarro Surrenders 
After Fierce FlgMing, 


Commander of United States 


Troops at El Paso. 


MANY DEAD ON BOTH SIDES 


Federal Commander Fought Off Insure 


rectos Until Many of His Troops 
Deserted—Order Being Preserved In 
the City. 


El Paso, Tex., May ll.—Deserted by 
his captains and afraid his men would 
go over to the insurrectos if given a 
chance to mingle with them ; his two 
principal commanders killed or wound* 
ed, General Juan J. Navarro surren­ 
dered the city of Juarez to tho rebel 
army of Francisco I. Madero. 
With 
480 of his men he is held by the rebels. 
N avarro remained with his men to 
the last, and after many of his of­ 
ficers had quit and the command had 
been shot to pieces the old general 
retreated 
into the barracks on the 
southw estern edge of the city, where 
the rebel advance was fought off as 
long as possible. 
The rebels took the city In the morn­ 
ing, but it was afternoon when Na­ 
varro surrendered with bis command, 
and this was 
only done 
after five 
shells Tram a heavy cannon bad struck 
the adobe building in which they bad 
taken refuge. 
Colonel M. A. Tamborel was killed 
during the Tuesday fight. He was the 
com m andant of the federal garrison 
and second in command of the city. 
Colonel Manuel Pueblita, second in 
command, was wounded. 
Federal Troops Desert. 


Then the captains and minor offi­ 
cers began to desert. 
The soldiers 
followed the example, and N a\arro 
was forced to retire wlb his men in 
a body to keep them all from leaving 
bim. Prom place to place the federals 
moved, retiring slowly as the rebel 
fire drove them back. 
Tuesday 
night 
and 
W ednesday 
m orning the federals occupied the old 
church In the center of the city, the 
municipal building, the Jail and sur­ 
rounding buildings. These the insur­ 
rectos forced them out of and they 
fell back for a last stand in the bar­ 
racks as the insurrectos ran up their 
flags on the different buildings and 
their com rades began to pour in from 
all sides of the town. 
Navarro Is to be traded for Eduardo 
Hayes, one of the Insurrecto board of 
strategy, now a prisoner in the state 
penitentiary at Chihuahua. Francisco 
I. Madero when he reached Juarez af­ 
ter the surrender said so. 
Colonel Tamborel was killed In his 
own home. His body is lying on a bed 
in a room in his home shot full of 
holes. 
Several newspaper correspond­ 
ents who knew and admired the little 
commander, who taunted the rebels 
with being afraid to attack, identified 
the body. 
Lieutenant Colonel Manuel Pueblita, 
second in command, was wounded in 
the c heek and eye. 
All Saloons Clossd. 
As soon as the Insurrectos took the 
town the officers made every possible 
effort to dost* the saloons and pro 
vent the men drinking A great deal of 
liquor 
was 
destroyed st once and 
guards were placed over all the sa­ 
loons. 
However, tbs men got hold of 
much of It. 
Lieutenant Colonel Garibaldi led the 
charge of the men through the town 
after Colonel Blanco‘a command had 
worked its way up behind the Jail, 
had gained It and after having used 
it as a fortification had driven the 
federals out of the old church and the 
city buildings. Garibaldi first ordered 
the liquor destroyed. Later General 
Pascual Orozco gave orders to have 
all saloons kept closed. Bo far there 
la almost perfect order and a minimum 
of drunkenness. 
Guards watch the 
doors of ail saloons and the anti-liquor 
law is In complete force. Juarez ie de­ 
signed to be the first prohibition town 
in Mszico. 
Abram Gonzales, provisional gover­ 
nor of Chihuahua, declares that Juarez 
saloons will be dosed continuously 
until the insurrectos leave tho city. 
Every precaution is being taken to 
prevent disorder. Many of the insur­ 
rectos entered saloons st the begin­ 
ning of the fight and secured bottles 
of liquor, but in their hilarity they 
distributed it among their friends, so 
that altogether no one man got very 
much to drink. 
The lid is down tight and will be 
beld so, declare the authorities. The 
killed and wounded are found in nil 
sorts of out of the way places in 
Juarez. Blood spots appear everywhere 
on the streets and on the sidewalks, 
and dead and dying men and men 
wounded seriously and slightly mrs 
found at every turn. 
It Is believed from careful estim ates 
of Americans who have gone through 
the town very thoroughly th at the to­ 
tal dead will be SO or 75 and the total 
wounded will not he over IOO. 
The 
list will likely run that high, how­ 
ever. 
The hardest fighting was done on 
Tuesday. 
During 
Tuesday 
night 
Blanco’s Insurrectos came into Juarez 
fresh from their camps and they open­ 
ed the fighting b y .attacking the jail 
and liberating about eighty-five pris­ 
oners. 
From the jail they directed 
their fire against fhe federals In sur­ 
rounding buildings and soon had them 
retreating to the barracks 
in

southwestern part of the city. Borne 
hard fighting occurred near the bar­ 
racks, as the bullet marked 
adobe 
walla mutely testified. Hand grenades 
and bombs were used, and these w ert 
thrown against the military barracks. 
While Blanco’s men were driving 
the federals back into the barracks 
other commands of insurrectos were 
coming up and surrounding the bar­ 
racks. As soon as the town Burien 
dered the insurrecto commanders put 
the former municipal officials of the 
city to work gathering up the dead 
and burying them and doctors from 
El Paso began going to the scene with 
bshdages and medicines for the aid 
of the wounded. 
Dead Men Found In Streets. 
Dead men were 
found along the 
•tret car tracks, st! eel gutters, under 
counters in stores, in the back rooms 
of saloons, in courtyards and every­ 
where, having used every location for 
protection, and aa fast as they were 
located they were buried. Borne were 
buried in the courtyards of the house 
where they fell. Some were buried 
with others in the same grave only a 
few feet t**enath the surface. 
Former 
federal policemen in most instances 
were forced to do all the work In con 
uectmu with the burial of the dead. 
Insurrectos are guarding every store 
and saloon In the city which is not 
securely locked and barred. They are 
patrolling the streets and arr««tini 
ail disorderly persons and there seem s 
to be little danger of disorder. 
It was a happy looking lot of fed 
erals who marched through the lines 
of insurrectos lo become prisoners. 
“Viva El Constitution!” they shouted 
as they put down their rifles, smiled, 
laughed an3 almost jumped for joy. 
The federal soldiers after surren 
dering to the Insurrectos stripped off 
their uniforms and threw them away. 
The 
pilseners are in their 
under­ 
clothes 
They did this to show the Insurrec­ 
tos that they bad renounced their a1 
legiance to the federal government. 
General .Navarro and bis officers are 
the only prisoners wearing uniforms. 
It is now pretty well established 
that Pancho Villa's men started the at­ 
tack on Juarez in retaliation for Colo­ 
nel T am b o u rs threat that the insur 
recto* were all cowards and dare not 
attack. F o llo w in g Tam borel's sneering 
remark, Villa 
publicly stated in El 
Paso that he bad BOO men and would 
attack Juarez, “ peace or no peace,” 
and have Tam borel's life

JUAREZ A PORT OF ENTRY 


Rebels Can Usa City aa a Base to Re 
ceive W ar Supplies. 
Washington, May ll.—The custom 
house at El Paso. Tex., will be kepi 
open regularly during the occupation 
of Juarez by the iusurrectos. 
This decision by the treasury de 
partment is of great importance to the 
revolutionists. 
It assures the Madero 
forces of an open port of entry on 
the border as a base of operation* in o 
which they cen ship from the United 
Blate* war supplies without Interfer 
ence from this country. 
The United States, under the neu 
frailty laws as interpreted by the sn 
preme court and officials of the dc 
l&rtment of Justice, has no right to 
interfere with bona fide shipments of 
arms or ammunition into Mexico. K 
is only when an attempt is made to 
smuggle war supplies across the bor­ 
der or when they are carried by an 
“expedition” that the United States 
government can seize them. Recently 
the judge advocate general of the 
army bar.

Spruce. 
Rev. Thomas J. Garlands of Phila­ 
delphia, was then choseu for bishop 
suffragan. 
The 
bishop-coadjutor chosen 
will 
succeed Bishop .Mackay-Smith as head 
of the diocese, as the latter has an­ 
nounced his determination of retiring 
within a year after the consecration 
of a bishop-coadjutor. 
Only two ballots had to be taken by 
the clergy 
to nominate 
Dr. Rhine 
lander. The flrat of these showed that 
Dr. Rhinelander was by far the strong­ 
est candidate, but did not give him a 
majority necessary to a choice. 
The 
second ballot clinched the matter, Dr. 
Rhinelander receiving 103 votes, four 
more votes than were necessary for 
choice. 
Bishop Mackay-Smith was not pres­ 
ent during the balloting, Rev. Dr. J. 
De Wolf Perry presiding in his place. 
The selection of 
Dr. Rhinelander 
wa* confirmed by the lay members 
After a debate that lasted some time 
and at which some opposition develop 
ed, a ballot was taken. The result was 
88 votes to 03. 
The selection will yet 
hove to be confirmed by the standing 
committees of all the dioceses In the 
country before Dr. Rhinelander can be 
consecrated. 
The confirmation of the laity fol­ 
lowed a long debate over the clergy's 
selec tion. Rev. J. De Wolf Perry, w ho 
presided, finally announced that the 
parishes would be called from tile 
desk and the vote would be taken 
orally. There wras opposition to this 
from those who did not favor Dr. 
Rhinelander, and Dr. Perry changed 
his order aud allowed a ballot to be 
taken. 
There were 124 votes cast, 63 being 
necessary for choice. When the re 
suit was announced it was found that 
88 favored Dr. Rhinelander and 34 op 
posed his selection. Two votes w e e 
divided. Following this announcement 
the Doxology was sung. 


ARMY AVIATOR KILLED 


Lieutenant E. M. Kelly Falls From Hie 
Aeroplane at San Antonio, Tex. 
Ban Antonio. Tex., May ll.—Lieu 
tenant George E. M. Kelly, of Hie 
Thirtieth truantry, U. B. A., was killed 
in a fall from a Curtiss aeroplane at 
Fort Sam Houston. 
Ile was making a flight and when 
about fifty feet from the ground shot 
forward from his seat, landing on his 
head. His skull was fractured aud ha 
died in a few minutes without regain­ 
ing consciousness. 
When Lieutenant Kelly fell it was 
reported at first that the victim of 
the accident was Frank Coffyn, the

aviator. 
Earlier 
dispatcher 
sent out from San Antonio were to 
that effect. 
Kelly was a pupil of Glenn IL Cur­ 
tiss In aviation and went to San An 
tonio about three weeks ago from Ban 
Diego, Cai., where he received his first 
lessons. 
It is believed hat the accident wa.i 
caused by the unexpected starting of 
the engine while Kelly was making a 
landing.

primarily interested In how much milk 
and butterfat he can obtain from hts 
herd. This la the basis of Income and 
profit. 
Very few milk producers or 
dairymen will ever lead bia herd bult 
into the show ring. 
Then why should 
po much attention be paid to the abow 
ring ancestry of the bull or of the 
bull himself? 
The immediate ancestors of the herd 
hull are the ones that should concern 
us moat. 
It la more important that 
bis dam and grandams tie high pro­ 
ducers than for bim to be related to 
some greet and wonderful cow that 
appears in his pedigree (Ive or six 
gem-rations beck. 
Too much atten­ 
tion la paid to Individual animala or 
families that may be represented or 
ap|>ear In the pedigree. 
In selecting the herd bull there are 
two courses open to the breeder. 
The 
one In to select a young bull, and the 
other la to select an old bull that has 
been tried and proved to be a prepo 
tent animal. The advantage la select­ 
ing a young bull for the herd la that 
it la cheaper and leas risk Is attended 
toward getting a mean and ugly bull 
ae well aa bringing any disease Into 
the herd. 
In selecting a young hnll 
one runs greater risk In getting one 
that w ill traiiamit the characteristics 
desired I bun in selecting an old bull 
that baa been tried 
The performance 
and records In the ancestry are about 
the only guide that can be used In tills 
selection. 
When one selecta an old 
bull that has been tried he baa some 
certainty that this animal will raise 
th# production of his burd. When this 
cab tie done It is probably the best 
method to use. but where one knowe 
the value of a bull the price aahed for 
him Is oftentimes prohibitive.

The dairy calf baa an Inherent claim 
to be well boro. 
It ie her birthright. 
It should have had the privilege of de­ 
scending from parents with a good or 
excellent record for dairy production.
